There 
would remain the phyaiologiat; biologist, iwithologist—the ndenlist; hot the prac- 
titlomT would have disappeared. IVe-eminently does he depend u|K»n custom, 
his iKJwer to attract, his skill as a workman. His is a science shajKHl into 
bnsmess, a profession of noble power to U.* of use to man in hU bodily troubton 
let daily more and more closely are the practitioners In league, confounduiff 
profciwioual practice with scieniilic research, holding ibeium-lves Independent of, 
aud xuiierior to. the individual interests of tlieir imtientx. Wtot doctor will criti- 
Hs«* iiiioiher'x wnrkV M'ill any of them admit the commission of an error? 
How often will they acknowledge the existence of grave danger? Can an oihju 
opinion U* ohtnint-d by the father whose child lies betw’oen life aud death when 
at last the l•onsll)t^ng physician has been called in? Hundreils of people are' as 
much in the dark an to the real CuUse of the deaths of their dearest as are tho 
morbid Btrang#*n» who attend the funerals. By reason of the professional eti¬ 
quette the miHlk-al iiM*n of today have lifted themselves toyond criticism. They 
will not criticise one another, aud the untaught public, conscious of Its Ignor¬ 
ance, r»*rraius from criticising them—as yet." (New York Herald, auoted In 
the Chicago Dally News, July 14. 1002.) 

Hrsnting. however, ihe strictest coasiicocs to tbc physIcisD. bis work Is blodered 
uinler tbe present social system by the dishonesty wblcb profli seeklng begets In tbe 
mi'u who f'jrnlsb him with the medicines by means of which be Is to flgnt disease 
kcir tbe sske of tbe gain of t mill ou tbe cent, tbe wholesale chemists will not 
scruple tc adulterate the most tIUl drugs. In fact. It has been calculated tbat If 
tbe men who have been engaged during tbe past fifteen years In working out cheap 
substUates for the food and drags of tbe market bad devoted their splendid tsleots 
to the legitimate field of chemistry, that aclence would be fifty yeara ahead of 
where Jt la today. As Dr. Lawrence aska. in tbe Medical Brief, “How many 
pbyslclana know tbat paregoric la often made with bensoJe acid obuined from urine 
and (wo samples can aeldom be found which resemble each other In physical nroocr’ 
ties or therapeutic strength? Tbree-fourtbs of tbe talscyllc acid sold la obt^ed 
from coal-tar and not true oil of winter-green, and often producea seriooa raatro- 
enteric Infiammatlon. Cheap preparations of Ipecac are Inert. Uneb of the uodo- 
pbylllu In tbe market is precipitated with alum, and unfit for uae. Many fluid 
preparations must be made from green roots or leaves to be therapcntlcaliy aetlve- 
yet drugs being simply meirbandlae to tbe man who makes bla llrlng baying and’ 
sailing them, be will not take these nice distinctions Into consideration. Sweet 
aplrlta of nitre, spirits of mooderedus. syrup Iodide of iron, oil of erigeron. tlnctnre 
of digitalis, tincture of nux vomica, tincture of belladonna, ammonium carbonate 
etc., are all Injnred by age. yet they continue to be dispensed until tbe supply glvea 
out. No doubt many a poor mao baa gone to tbat 'bourne from wblcb no traveler 
e’er returns' for want of a little digitalis wnicb was something more than colored 
water. (Quoted In American Alkalometry. vol, 11.. p. 5k2.) 


Is there oot some terrible injustice IB the distribution of wealth which dooms 
the workiog class to poverty; which blofi" them. Prometheus-like, to the tread¬ 
mill of hopeless labor ' ; 

"In darkness, and amid tbe many shapes 

Of joyless daylight;" 

which robs them—tbe actual producers—of the wealth which they create: and 
which leaves them unable freely to secure the advantages and skill of science 
when their lives are in danger? Is (her** not xoniKhing radically wrong in our 
social system when the physician's Im'xi; efforts arc unlllfied by tbe wretchedly 
unhealthy environment of the slums into wjiich so many workers are driven by 
starvation wages? 

In the face of these tragic things thi* phyxicimi is helpless. Nay more: even 
in his practice among tbe middle clMx^ und the better paid workingmen be is 
hampered by the mad profit-seeking of eompetltion. If he has a dozen calls 
to make between office hours, he is in a linrry to get through w*itb them in order 
to get back to the patients who may be waiting fur him in tbe office. If be 
iieg]<M*ts his office patients, some other doctor will get them, and he will lose tbe fees. 
He goes into a bouse, therefore, makes a rliagnoxix. writes a prescription, gives 
directions.and hastens on to tbe next cas 4 ' It may Ih? that tbe first case is one which 
requires his presence and watcbfnlnex.x for boiirx instead of minutes; but be can¬ 
not afford to stay. For want of hix ixhiI jndgnienl .nt a critical moment a life 
may i>c loxt which snch [>owerful siknioids as gionoin, pushed to physiologic ef¬ 
fect hy a master hand, might have saved. 

From the profit point of view tiie profession of medicine is overcrowded, 
while from the point of vies* of the actual needa of the common people there are 
not half enough phyaiciana intelligently and fully to take care of the sick. At 
the Fiftieth .Vnniversary meeting of the American Medical Association Dr. In¬ 
ga llx of the Kush Medical College objected to tbc admission of three institntious 
on the ground tbat one of the applicants was under the control of a religious 
iKxly aud that the other two were night colleges. There was a peraiatent 
rumor to the effect that the Rush faculty wanteil to keep poor men out of the 
profession: and that they were trying to make the having of at least $5(X)0 a 
pnTi'qiiiaite to tocomiug a student of medicine in tbe colleges. Tbe motive be- 
iiind such an attempt is not one of disinterested regard for tbe good of tbe pro¬ 
fession and the better serving of tbe people, but a desire for larger profits by 
limiting Ihe numtor of practitionerx.

The same profit-mongcring which militates agaiast the effectual practice of mwl- 
Iclne operates agslost the safety nf bumitn life lo a thouuud different ways For 
example: a so-called Medical Society advertises In all the leading msgaslDcs to cure 
morphine, cocaine and nplnm haldts. An analysis of their remedy reveals It to be 
nothing more than morphine and whisky with a few extracia. snch as orange rinds to 
disguise the taste. The dally papers of all our great cities teem with advertisements of 
the “Lost Manhood Bestored onacks who rain uur young men and help to fill tbe insane 
asylnms with the rlcUms of their evil craft. The abortionist Is another efflorescence 
of oar present social system. Dr. Chenery cites two cases which Ulnstrate the 
methods of these commercial gentry. "One was a girl from whom the doctor took 
1126 for nothing, the other paid him $ir>0. He got more out of her becanse be was 
to complete the whole thing at opce. However, he said that it was oot lost the time 
to do It-and he woold send for her. Mean while he operated on one woman who was 
pregnant and got a small foetus. He then sent for the girl, operated on her. art¬ 
fully couveylng tbe foetus up under her clothes, and showlto It to her aa her own 
She made an 'aaevenUm n«*vm/ tot ever after to remember that she bad been 
pregnant and had got rid of the dilld. Now this Is damnable. It la worso than 
robuery. It dooms the yoong woman. From the first misHitep she might have 
been reclaimed to be aomebodv: hot with tbe consclouaness tbat she has had a voona 
one. her case Is deplorable Indeod."

Tbe coQteution of tbe Socialiata that 
tbe rate of wagrea U kept abore the 
mere lirlny point by trade’ uniooiam, 
borne uut by wune Hsurea jtiat {tireu 
out by Unitetl Siutea CoiuniUhiouer of 
Ijobor Carroll !L Wriybt, and pub' 
lUhed elftewbon* in thia iaaue. Under 
wbal baa been railed the “iron law of 
wairea,** labor la aubject to the oompr- 
titiou of the orerphts of workcra-for the 
more or leaa limited number of oppor* 
tnmtiea to work affonl^d under the 
capitaliat ayi^teiu. In Wiaconain. for 
inatauce, tbe censua tiyurea show that 
there are an average of 142,070 cbaucca 
of employment for tbe 104,091 of work- 
era who require Joba. Naturally thia 
orerplua of workeni to Joba forccw 
them to bid and under-bid. to aeramblc 
and ellKiw* eaefa other to ace who shall 
aurrive and who aball go down to idle- 
new. degntdaiioo, rngaboudage aud aui- 
clde. All thU sort of thing would nat- 
urally lower wages, the men would un- 
der-.iid each other, until the mere exist- 
ing point WDB reached—lower they could 
not well go—for men cannot continue 
at work without enough to keep body 
and soul together, for tbemtelTes and 
their familiea. Birt there hare been 
other aoi*ial force* at work, and chief 
among these has been trade unionism. 
Trade unionism baa not only kept wages 
higher for organised workers, but 
through its agitations anil its effect on 
public sentiment. It has kept the stand¬ 
ard of wage.H fur noD-uiiiou men higher 
^ also. 

In this conDiK.-tiou, we ure well aware, 
of course, that in one ncum* the rate uf 
even union wages today is Sk'arcely above 
the living point If w‘e take into I'onsid 
erition the prevailing increased .standanl 
of living and ol»o the game capitalism 
puU up on the w'orkers of increasing 
the cost of the neceas.ories of life, still 
wages are considerably alK>ve tbe mere 
existing point. And we are also awar«» 
that while the workers produce, by mod¬ 
em methofis. vastly more than they used 
to, they are just as poor at tbe end of 
the yeor as were the workers of former 
periods of modern history. They ore 
obliged to spend more in order to live 
decently.

When • nember made a pub¬ 
lic address he was ct reful to air all his 
“scientific'' phrases pit fear of being call¬ 
ed up for heresy, anrl the audience, aa a 
rule, wondered what he was saying, for 
Ik wan “un'wieotiflc'* to spe^ In tbe 
vernacular—it was not academic enough. 
As a result 8 . U P- Socialism became u 
caricature, the movement was eonstant- 
Iv embroiled with heresy-hunting, tbe 
jmrty was eonstantlv being “purified” by 
the expulsion of members, and fanaticism 
that natarallv bred Besses and tub-bosses 
made tbe thing additionally ridiculous. 
So far as tbe public went, it waa no 
wonder Socialism was misunderstood and 
called “foreign to the soil.” « 

While theJS. U. P. hsd undisputed 
swsT in the United States, Socialism 
made no perceptible advance. It waa 
only when tbe to-called Debs psrty esme 
into existence, that a growth conld be 
observed. Some who w’ent to school in 
their Socisliim to the S. L. P., tried to 
.introduce 8 . L. P. methods.in the new 
orgsnixation. but with little success. 
True Socialism hsd burst its bounds. 

At the prese:it time, significantly 
enough, when the b. L. P. lies mortally 
stricicen. the Social Democratic party 
has up for discuMion a measure born of 
S. L. P. inspiration—the abortion of 
immediate demands from the party plat- 
fo’'ji’ 4 . Nowhere, the world over, outside 
tlie S. L. P. has such a thing been 
thought of, yet it ennioK (o ms, first 
broached by c.v-S. L. P's und then taken 
up by some well-meaning IhiI utopian- 
minded SiK'islists.

But his machine was not 
accepted as a labor saver, until Robert Bbiwkers, a Chicago printer, invented what 
is known to printers as the wedge-ahap^ space, for automatically justifying tbe 
lines of matrices set up by the operator. A i-orporation i^i said* to have made 
thirty millions of dollars already oot of this machine. Bhuc'kers himself ia an 
employe ia one of the departments at Washington as u clerk, at a very ordinary 
salary. He failed to secure recognition from the corporation making the ma¬ 
chine, and sold his righU for a paltry thousand dollars to another concern. 

Edison, than whom no man ever achieved greater success as an inventor, is 
a ('omparatively poor man. 

And so it is with the inventors of the cotton gin. the |>ower loom, the rotary 
lip, the rampress^ air drill, and many other of the most u^-ful products of' 
the brain of man. Under St^alism th^ inventor would hiinwlf reap the full 
rew'ard of his effort, and be given a plac,. In the hull of Kanie just in proportion 
us his invention was of value to society.
